With British Army in France, May 
28‘—British and French troops have 
launched a counter attack in Flan­ 
ders east of Dickebusch lake. 
The 
attack began well and 
its success 
would make the enemy’s assault of 
yesterday a complete and costly fail­ 
ure. In yesterday’s’ attack between 
Locre and Voormezeele the Germans 
are believed to have employed four 
divisions on one part of the front 
measuring 
1,600 
yards. 
Enemy 
troops were punished so severely that 
the French on the right flank did 
not even get to close quarters with 
them. 
Attempted Raid on Paris. 
Paris, May 28.—German aviators 
attempted last night a raid on Paris. 
They dropped bombs in the suburbs 
but failed to reach the city itself. 


(By the Associated Press) 
Germans striking south 
from 
Chamin des Dames after taking that 
important ridge in opening of their 
new offensive yesterday, have push­ 
ed on rapidly and effected a cross­ 
ing on the Aisne river between VaJI- 
ly and Berry-au-bac. This represents 
a front of nearly twenty miles along 
which the armies of the crown prince 
have crossed the river Aisne. In ad­ 
ditum they apparently have pushed 
on some distance south and aid 
striking for the river Vessle which 
parallels the Aisne along the great­ 
er part of this front. The battle is 
continuing fiercely along the entire 
Aisne front today, the French bear­ 
ing the brunt of the Attack buU hold­ 
ing well by means o ftheir excellent 
communications. Military authorities 
are of the opinion that it will be 
several days before the situation can 
be defined clearly.

In a cablegram received from Doctor 
Finley the dire need of the French 
people for the help to be secured 
through the hospital is set forward in 
a startling sentence, or two—“Great* 
need for unit. 
Civilians taken many’ 
miles for hospital treatment. Must do 
much surgery; need specialists, ambu­ 
lance service, several dispensaries.’’ 
It will be recalled that the French 
High Commissioner. Monsieur Ta rd I en, 
was most hospitable to the idea of the! 
unit from the start.

The fund for the upkeep of the hos­ 
pital was formally assumed by the Na­ 
tional American Woman Suffrage As-1 
sociatlon at its forty-ninth annual con­ 
vention in Washington, D. C., last De 
cember. The hospital was then adopt 
ed aa the association’s “war baby.”

Since January I, 1918, 6,000,- 
000 British women have- been 
given the parliamentary fran­ 
chise. 
A municipal suffrage bill has 
been introduced into the French 
Chamber of Deputies. 
Canadian w’omcn have had as­ 
surance that they will be given 
complete enfranchisement. 
The Federal Woman Suffrage 
Amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States has passed 
the House of Representatives.

This work is planned at 
some expense and trouble for their 
special benefit and convenience. 
I believe the suinnir school will 
be of great help to eighth A pu­ 
pils and will enable them to do the 
w’ork with fair proficiency. I believe, 
too, the plan should be carried a lit­ 
tle further for the benefit of all de­ 
linquent children in* all grades. 
I 
doubt the advisability of it for the 
normal child who has been promot­ 
ed without condition, except in a 
few individual cases. The great trou­ 
ble w’ith our High school and upper 
grammar grade work is the fact that 
too many of the pupils enrolled in 
these grades are not sufficiently ma­ 
ture to understand and apply the 
work they learn. It is not so much 
«i question as to what grade a child I 
is in but it is a serious question as 
to how wrell he knows the subject 
matter of his grade. The primary ob­ 
ject of a summer school is to put 
content into the work of the child 
who is slow’ in some subject or sub­ 
jects and thus enable him to grasp 
more thoroughly the work of the 
grade to which he has been pro­ 
moted. 
I should add that there is no crit­ 
icism for those who have not enroll­ 
ed in the High school. With two ex­ 
ceptions these are all boys who have 
made their plans to work during the 
summer. 
Under present conditions, 
with the great demand for farm la­ 
bor we feel it ju st as commendable 
to work as to go to school.

These are to be in 
serges and tweeds and will be sold at 
the equivalent of about $20 for the 
first grade of material and at less 
than $15 for the second. 
Serge, both black and blue, will 
also be available for the making of 
suits to measure. No standard tweed 
suits will be made to measure. 
From 750,000 to 1,000,000 suits 
are expected to be on sale during 
June, July and August. Cloths and 
clothing, apart from the standardiz­ 
ed materials, will continue to be 
available at the regular prices, just 
as other shoes, besides the war-time 
shoes, are to be had. 
The plan of supplying clothing to 
civilians at 
moderate 
prices 
has 
been worked out by a department of 
the war office .known as the Board 
of Control of Wool Textile* Produr- 
tion. 
Provision is also made 
for 
the 
clothing of millions of men, now in 
their country’s service .who will re­ 
turn to civil life at the end of the 
war. 
V\ hat is called “double purpose” 
cloth is being produced in an un­ 
dyed state. It will be dyed khaki for 
military uniforms, or in colors suit­ 
able for civilian wear, according to 
requirements.

Regulations concerning the new 
draft of June 5th, 1918: 
On June 5, 1918, all male persons 
who have reached the age of twenty- 
one years since the fifth day of June, 
1917, are required to register tor 
military service in the same manner 
and subject to the same requirements 
and liabilities of 
those previously 
registered last year. This means if 
June 5th is your birthday you must 
register. 
The only persons 
excepted 
are 
those in the military and naval ser­ 
vice of the United States, which in­ 
cludes all officers and enlisted men 
of the Regular Army, the Navy, the 
Marine Corps 
.and 
the 
National 
Guard and Naval militia, while in the 
service of the United States, and the 
officers reserve corps and the enlist­ 
ed men in the Enlisted Reserve Corps 
while in active service. 
The place of registry will be in the 
auditorium of the court house, Ada, 
Oklahoma, and the books will be 
open from 7 o’clock 
A. 
M. 
to 
9 
o’clock P. M. 
Under the law, the chairman of 
the local exemption board shall act 
as chief registrar. 
Every person liable for military 
service under the new regulations 
shall come in person to Ada, and reg­ 
ister, on said day. Failure to do so, 
will subject the person so failing to 
heavy penalties and federal jail sen­ 
tence and deprives said person from 
any rights he might have for deferred 
classilcations. 
In case any person liable for mili­ 
tary service, is in Pontotoc county, 
but residing in some other county 
of this, or any other state, and can 
not conveniently go home for regis­ 
tration, he is directed to go at once 
to the clerk of the local board at 
Ada and there fill out his registration 
card, in time to mail it an dto reach 
his home local board before or on 
June 5th next. 
All chairmen of precinct councils 
of defense, are urged to help in all 
ways they can to aid the registration 
and to report at once any person lia­ 
ble for military service under the 
new regulations .failing to register.

reasons which may have exerted con­ 
siderable influence 
in 
restraining 
Japan from taking military action to 
prevent the Germans from over-run­ 
ning Siberia, was the extremely ser­ 
ious food problem here. The price of 
rice has risen by leaps and bounds, 
and all other staple food stuffs have 
followed closely. This is in part ex­ 
plicable as due to increased cost of 
transportation and to the abnormally 
dry and cold winter which seriously 
cut down the supply of green vege­ 
tables, but it is generally understood 
that increased cost of living in Japan 
i sdue to profiteering. 
Against any attempt on the part 
of the government to stop this the 
great Seiyukai party seems to stand 
firm. It has its backing in large cap­ 
italistic interests which are definite­ 
ly opposed to any government mob­ 
ilization of industry or even food 
supplies. 
In the large profits that 
are being made, the labor class, to a 
considerable extent, have shared and 
are able to command a higher rate 
of earning which enabled them to 
live. 
But the very 
large 
middle 
class suffered during the latter part 
of the winter. 
The food problem now, seems cap­ 
able of aemlioration through the im­ 
port of rise from Siam and Burma, 
but this would cease when once the 
government had use for its ships for 
military purposes. This check on ma­ 
rine transportation constitutes the 
second weighty reason. It would af­ 
fect, not only the common people, 
on the side of their food, but would 
also put a definite stop to business 
prosperity.

ed a number of 
millionaires. 
The 
story of its accomplishment forms an 
interesting chapter in present day 
history. 
Eight months ago distillers were 
gloomy over the prospect of ruin as 
the result of enforced closing of their 
plants for a period of two years and 
the aggressive advance of the pro­ 
hibition movement. Today, through 
whiskey price advancement, accord­ 
ing to statements made in the Louis­ 
ville wholesale liquor district, prac­ 
tically all have become well to do, 
or have been thrust into the million­ 
aire class. 
About twenty men in 
Louisville alone are said to have be­ 
come wealthy as a result of an ad­ 
vance of approximately $2.50 per 
gallon, in whiskey prices since Sep­ 
tember I, last year. 
One man, long identified with the 
w hiskey business, said that whiskey 
owners and dealers who have held 
supplies have made money so fast 
that they hardly know what to do 
with it. One of them, the said, has 
inadp arrangements to provide an­ 
nuities for certain of his older em­ 
ployes. 
Retailers say the consumer must 
settle the bill and that over-the-bar 
customers are not only paying more 
in cash in many cities, but are get­ 
ting less for their money. 
One Louisana

had

000 barrels 
when 
prices 
began 
soaring. If the owners have retain­ 
ed it they will realize a profit of 
about $3,525,000. Another distiller 
is reported to have 50,000 barrels 
which at present price would yield 
bim $5,875,000. Still another, it is 
said, had 25,000 barrels now worth 
$2,937,500. Five others are reported 
to have holdings which would net 
them $2,350,000 each 
or a total 
profit of $11,750,000. One dealer is 
said to

alone. 
Many small dealers Who held from 
IOO to 200 barrels have cleaned up 
from $10,000 to $20,000 each. The 
indicated holdings of the men and 
firms aggregate approximately 300,- 
000 barrels of whiskey of forty-sev­ 
en gallons each, or 14,100,000 gal­ 
lons, on which, it is currently report­ 
ed they have realized 
$35,250,000. 
Many are holding their stock 
for 
even higher prices. 
The report of the Internal Rev­ 
enue Department shows there were

gallons of 
whiskey. Of this total there was In 
Kentucky 
108,321,723 
gallons. 
March I, of this year, there was in 
bond in the United States 178,404,- 
000 gallons, and in Kentucky at that 
time there were 98,492,000 gallons, 
thus showing a withdrawal in the 
country during that period of 15,- 
289,000 gallons .and

Kentucky of 10,829,722 gallons.

Oklahoma City, May 28.— The sec­ 
ond Red Cross war fund officially

Reports will come in for sev­ 
eral days more, and officials are of 
opinion that it may be a week before 
complete returns are available. 
The drive is near enough comple­ 
tion, however, that L. E. Phillips, 
state manager, felt a word of praise 
and thanks was due the county man­ 
agers and workers who helped put It 
over, and sent out letters to all of 
them last night. 
“This has been a hard job,*' Phil­ 
lips told the managers, “and I per­ 
sonally appreciate your efforts and 
compliment you on the results.'* 
“While the results for Oklahoma 
are today incomplete," said Phillips 
yesterday, “I feel very sure that we 
shall have well 
over 
$2,000,000 
when the final count is made. W hat­ 
ever we do, however, we shall not 
match the sacrifice our allies and sol­ 
diers have made, or that which the 
boys we are sending to the front must 
endure.** 
, 
Sixty-five counties have now pass­ 
ed their quota, leaving twelve which 
have not yet . reached 
It. Beaver, 
which had reported $5,100 on Sun­ 
day, sent in a total of $30,000 last 
night. 
Cleveland, with a quota o]'

county an American flag was sold for

Total Subscriptions $144,000,000 
Washington, May 28.— The Amer­ 
ican people answered Germany’s re 
newal of the offensive on the western 
front today with an outpouring of 
more than thirty-two million dollars, 
swelling the American Red Cross sec­ 
ond war fund to $144,000,000. 
Reports were still coming in from 
some distances at midnight and the 
final total of the drive which ended 
today will not be known until tomor­ 
row.

Correspondence ot The Assoc­ 
iated Press)— Prem ier Orlando and 
General San! were passing along the 
front of the famous Arditi, or Ital­ 
ian storm troops, the other day, when 
the Premier signaled out in the ranks 
a small boy carrying a rifle. T he 
Premier stopped and asked who th is 
boy soldier could be, and General 
San! related this story: 
During the retreat last October, 
the twenty-first battalion of Arditi 
passed westward through the vil­ 
lage of Ospitale in the province of 
Belluno. It was a stirring event for 
the village, and all the children were 
in the street to see the solders go 
by, including a pale-faced boy of fif­ 
teen, Davide Marcello, a fai rn helper 
for his father. At the sight of the 
marching men the lad simply threw 
away his farm tools and jointed in 
the wake of the troops, doing odd 
jobs for them and being received as 
a little brother. 
^ But Davide had other 
ideas, 
he 
did not intend to be a privileged lit­ 
tle brother but wanted to get in the 
ranks and be a combattant. He took 
part in several assaults and develop­ 
ed remarkable 
expert 
ability 
in 
throwing hand grenades. As a spec­ 
ialist he was In the very forefront 
of these famous fighters. 
“I tried to give 
him 
a regular 
status in the ranks as 
a 
soldier " 
said General Sani, “ but there has 
been difficulty in accomplishing it 
thus far." 
“There will be no more difficulty" 
said the Premier, touched by the 
story of the boys courage and abil­ 
ity. “I ask you to retain him in the 
twenty-first Assault 
battalion, 
as 
from this moment I adopt the boy 
as one of my sons."
